JDC Offers 4 Plans; 
Wants Past Mediation 
Given Consideration

Jeni YORK—The Joint Distri- 


pution Committee, in a statement 
jssued here announced that it is 
prepared at any time to renew the 
United Jewish Appeal for 1945, 
and disclosed that it has offered 
‘four alternative proposals as a 
pasis for reconstitution of the 
UJA. The statement, which was 
jssued by Joseph C. Hyman, JDC 
executive vice-chairman, reads as 
follows: 

“On Tuesday, April 17, a special 
committee representing the In- 
ter-City Welfare Fund Commit- 
ted to try to reconstitute the 
United Jewish Appeal, met with 
representatives of the JDC and 
separately with the representa- 
tives of the UPA, in order to fa- 
cilitate the reconstitution of the 
United Jewish Appeal. The repre- 
sentatives of the JDC made four, 
alternative, specific proposals. We 
are officially advised that when 
these proposals of the JDC, made 
to the Reconstitution Committee 
of the Inter-City Welfare Fund 
group, were about to be present- 
ed to the United Palestine Appeal 
for consideration, the representa- 
tives of that organization refused 
to permit these proposals to be 
submitted in detail to them, but 
stated that they were interested 
only in whether the JDC accepted 
or rejected their proposal. 

Both Sincere 

“The JDC has felt all along that 
the negotiations conducted since 
last November, have been carried 
on by both sides with seriousness 
and with an honest conviction that 
each party was representing the 
fundamental interest of Jewry 
both here and abroad. It is the 
firm belief of the JDC that no 
advantage is served by further 
attempts by one party to place 
blame upon the other for the fail- 
we of any of the negotiations. 
That question has nothing what- 
sever to do with the essential, 
crucial problems that confront 
the communities and the various 
allocation committees. These are 
how to raise the maximum sum 
of money for all the causes; to 
determine what moneys are need- 
ed now for the immediate rescue, 
telief and rehabilitation of the 
surviving Jews in war-torn Eu- 
Tope; and what sums are needed 
how for the upbuilding of Pal- 
estine, 

“However, since publicity has 
been given to the UPA proposal 
for ‘full arbitration’ at the meet- 
ing held on Tuesday with the In- 
terCity Welfare Fund group, the

The Council declared that 
parity would be a fair basis 
for division of the funds and 
characterized the actions of 
the Federation, which voted a 
60-40 split, as “inequitable and 
contrary to the thinking and 
the wishes of the majority of 
the Jewish community.” 

Meanwhile Sidney Weitz, 
chairman of the Cleveland Wel- 
fare Fund campaign, which ac- 
tually conducts the drive re- 
signed, asking that the elloca- 
tion differences be resolved. A 
special meeting of the Wel- 
fare Fund to consider the resig- 

‘nation then asked the Federa- 
tion to reconsider its decision 
on allocation, and a special 
meeting of the latter body by 

a vote of 24-22 refused to make 

any changes in its previously 

announced division. 

JDC finds it necessary to inform 

the Jewish communities of its 

actual present offers for the im- 

mediate reconstitution of the Unit- 
ed Jewish Appeal. 

“The JDC has consistently of- 
fered to arbitrate the problems 
that remained outstanding and 
unresolved between the JDC and 
the UPA. In doing so, however, it 
insisted that there be taken into 
account the whole history of the 
negotiations, the agreements ten- 
tatively reached, and the action 
taken by various important Jew- 
ish bodies which had a definite 
bearing on the problem. That is 
what has been meant at all times 
by the JDC by its willingness to 
arbitrate the ‘unresolved issues.’ 
Would End Split Now 

“The proposals of the JDC, to 
which no reference is made in the 
statement of the United Palestine 
Appeal, were based on the pro- 
position .that the differences be- 
tween the two agencies had in 
effect been both mediated and 
arbitrated; first mediated in Cin- 
cinnati and then arbitrated be- 
fore the Allocations Committee of 
the New York United Jewish Ap- 
peal for that community. On the 
basis of the entire record of nego- 
tiations, mediation and arbitra-

Zionists Charge 
JDC Refused 
Arbitration Plan

NEW YORK—The United Pa!- 


estine Appeal this week issued a 
statement asserting that the 
Joint Distribution Committee has 
rejected its proposal for recon- 
stitution of the United Jewish 
Appeal through arbitration. The 
UPA statement reads as follows: 

“On April 17, the United Pales- 
tine Appeal, responding to the 
expressed wish of many commun- 
ities for the reconstitution of the 
United Jewish Appeal, offered to 
submit to unconditional arbitra- 
tion with regard to the terms of 
provisions of an agreement re- 
constituting the United Jewish 
Appeal and with regard to all 
aspects of performance there- 
under, such arbitration to be ad- 
ministred by impartial persons 
chosen jointly by the J. D. C. and 
U. P. A. This proposal, contain- 
ing no reservation, was rejected 
by the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee. 

Favor Reconstitution 

“The occasion for the proposal 
was a meeting in New York held 
at the invitation of three prom 
inent members of as many Jew- 
ish communities. They were the 
Messrs Fred _ Butzel, Detroit; 
Louis Caplan, Pittsburgh; and 
Irwin Spiegel, Newark. They met 
at the Hotel Commodore, in the 
afternoon of April 17, with rep- 
resentatives of the United Pales- 
tine Appeal, including Rabbi 
James G. Heller, Cincinnati, and 
Messrs. Joel Gross, Newark; 
Harold Goldenburg, Minneapolis; 
Alex Lowenthal, Pittsburgh; 
Judge Morris Rothenberg, Ru- 
dolf G. Sonneborn and Herman 
L. Weisman, New York. 

“The three community leaders 
asked whether the United Pales- 
tine Appeal would consider fa- 
vorably the reconstitution of the 
United Jewish Appeal. The an- 
swer of the United Palestine Ap- 
peal was immediately and un- 
equivocally in the affirmative. 
The United Palestine Appeal was 
then asked under what conditions 
it was prepared to see a recon- 
stitution of the United Jewish 
Appeal. The reply of the United 
Palestine Appeal was that it was 
prepared to submit all questions 
pertaining to a United Jewish 
Appeal to unrestricted arbitra- 
tion. Such arbitration would be 
applied to all aspects of the rela- 
tionship involved in a United 
Jewish Appeal. The United Pal- 
estine Appeal was subsequently 
informed that the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee, with whom the

Aitlee Statement Stuns 
Jewish Delegations: 
Plebescite Indicated

SAN FRANCISCO—The Security Conference which opened 
today may go down in ewish history as having taken the first step 
towards the eventual international decision on Palestine by appoint- 
ing a special body to be known as “committee number four” to deal 
with the question of international trusteeships of mandated areas in- 
cluding Palestine. 

While no doubt American and British delegations, following the 
statement of Clement Attlee, British Deputy Prime Minister, that 
no specific reference to Palestine would be made at the conference, 
won’t mention Palestine in the discussions on trusteeships, com- 
mittee number four, which: the General Assembly will establish, 
will have Palestine in mind when preparing the trusteeship ma- 
chinery. 

It is difficult to predict whether Zionist observers or pro- 
Zionist consultants of American Jewish bodies will have an op- 
portunity to influence decisions of committee number four. It is 
believed that Dr. Chaim Weizmann is the only person whose pres- 
ence here might be able to contribute much to the Zionist cause. 


JEWISH DELEGATES MAY CHANGE PLANS 


The leaders of the American Jewish Conference had expected 
to put on a campaign for Palestine in co-operation with the World 
Jewish Congress, the Jewish Agency, and the Jewish Board of 
British Deputies. The first step was to be the calling of a press con- 
ference to present the Zionist cause, followed by contacting in- 
dividual delegates from various countries. 

Some observers think that such an open press campaign may 
backfire, resulting in strong anti-Zionist statements from the Arab 
delegations, who are attracting much press attention because of 
their colorful appearance, but who so far have abstained from 
making any statements on Palestine. This possibility is strengthen- 
ed by the fact that U. S. oil interests have placed an experienced 
public relations adviser at the ,disposal of the Haudi Arabian 
delegation. 


ATTLEE’S STATEMENT COMES AS SHOCK TO ZION ISTS 


It is known that th eArab delegations were much impressed by 
Attlee’s statement yesterday, especially since he suggested that the 
question of trusteeship “should be put up to the Palestinians,” which 
is interpreted to indicate that the British government may demand a 
plebiscite in Palestine on trusteeship. 

Zionist leaders were taken by surprise by Attlee’s statement. 
It is believed that if this is the final British word, it means Britain 
is determined not to agree to an international trusteeship for Pal- 
estine. The key to the situation therefore remains in the hands 
of committee number four.

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New Immigrants Always Feared By Old

In September 1944, at the convention of the 
American Legion, acting on the recommenda- 
tion of its Committee on Americanism, the 26th 
Annual Convention called for the cessation of 
all immigration into the United States after 
the war, under the pretext that there will be 
a danger of unemployment. Moreover, the reso- 
lution asked for the deportation of refugees, 
stating that: 

“Whereas the American Legion is strongly 
committed to the principle that American citi- 
zens should at all times be afforded oppor- 
tunity for immediate gainful employment, 
now be it resolved that we advocate: 

“That all so-called members of the im- 
ported foreign labor battalions, refugees, war 
prisoners and or those who have been given 
temporary sanctuary, employment or haven 
during the present state of war, shail be re- 
turned to the land of origin, which the 
Legion believes should be accomplished with- 
out delay. 

“That all immigration be barred from the 
U. S. from the date of cessation of hostilities 
of the present war until such time as unem- 
ployment in this country shall drop to less 
than 1,000,000 and all veterans shall have been 
afforded the opportunity of gainful employ- 
ment.” 

This attitude of the American Legion is not 
new. Years back, in 1797, the Honorable James 
Otis, representative of Massachusetts, rose to 
express himself on the subject of immigration. 
He warned against the unrestricted immigra- 
tion policy of his time. Listen to his words: 

“When the country was new, it might have 
have been good policy to admit all, but it is so 
no longer.” 

That was eight years after the constitution 
was adopted and George Washington had been 
elected President. 

Twenty years passed. In 1817, we find in the 
Niles Register the following warning which con- 
tains sounder judgment: 


“The immigrants should press into the in- 
terior. In the present state of the times we 
seem too thick on the maritime frontier al- 
ready.” 

This prediction proved false at the time. 
Dangerous to Free Institutions 

In 1835 there appeared a publication by S. E. 
Morse entitled “Imminent Dangers to the Free 
Institutions of the United States Through For- 
eign Immigration” which also makes for in- 
teresting reading: 

“Then we were few, feeble and scattered, 
now we are numerous, strong, and concen- 
trated.” 

The older immigrants feared the newcomers. 
And so it has continued to this day. 

Nevertheless, it is plain from statistics that 
immigration has actually been very far from 
the economic danger it is said to be. The 
usual arguments are that immigrants take jobs 
away from Americans and that they depress 
the standard of living. The truth is that 
throughout the period of mass immigration to 
the United States the number of jobs available 
constantly increased and economic life pros- 
pered; but when immigration declined, employ- 
ment stagnated and economic crises developed. 


According to the United States Census of 
Manufacturers for 1938—surely an irreproach- 
able source—7,700,000 immigrants entered the 
United States from 1899 to 1909. In the same 
period the number of jobs increased 40.4 per 
cent. In the following decade 6,600,000 immi- 
grants entered; and the increase in jobs 
amounted to 35.9 per cent. The decade of 1919- 
29 is the decade of immigration restrictions— 
in 1924 the quota law was passed. Only 3,- 
207,037 immigrants entered the country in that 
decade, and the number of jobs increased only 
1.6 per cent. In the years 1929-35 America had 
more emigrants (64,905) than immigrants, and 
according to the United States Statistical Ab- 
stracts for 1939, employment openings in this 
period declined by about 17 per cent.

NEW YORK—A unique library 
has been decided on by women 
of the B’nai B’rith as a memor- 
ial to President Roosevelt. Rep- 
resenting 56,000 women of the or 
ganization, the Womens Supreme 
Council of the B’nai B’rith meet- 
ing here this week, voted to es- 
tablish a Four Freedoms library 
as a memorial to President 
Roosevelt. 

The library will be housed in 
the national headquarters build- 
ing of the B’nai B’rith Hillel 
Foundations at the University of 
Illinois in Champaign, and will 
serve as a permanent repository 
for originals or copies of all 
documents and other material 
relating to the Four Freedoms 
as well as books, pamphlets, bro- 
chures and other material con- 
cerned with human freedom and 
intercultural unity. 

The original fund for the Four 
Freedoms Library will be made 
available through a sum to be 
raised by the Women’s Supreme 
Council through the B’nai B’rith 
Women’s groups in more than 
400 communities of the United 
States and Canada. The funds 
will be raised in multiples of 
$63.00 as a symbol of the fact 
that Mr. Roosevelt died at the 
age of 63.

Reconstitution Near 
(Continued from preceding page) 
tion, and against the background 
of all that had taken place since 
last Fall, the JDC now, in dis- 
cussing these matters with 
Messrs. Fred Butzel, Louis Cap- 
lan and Irwin Spiegel of the Inter- 
City Welfare Fund group, stated 
that it was ready to accept any 
one of four formulas. The accept- 
ance of any of these would mean 
an immediate settlement of the 
long debated issues, instead of the 
inevitable delays, involvements 
and complications inherent in 
the UPA proposal. These were 
the four alternative offers made 
by the JDC: 

“1. To reconstitute the 1945 
United Jewish Appeal on exactly 
the same terms as the 1944 agree- 
ment, despite the obviously great- 
er and more cruel need in Europe 
in 1945. 

“2. To accept the recommenda- 
tions of the Committee on Media- 
tion appointed by the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds Board of Directors in Cin- 
cinnati, on February 11, 1945. 
These were: (a) The first division 
of funds to be on seventeen and a 
half million dollars in the ratio 
of 60% to the JDC and 40% to 
the UPA: thereafter, all sums to 
be subject to the action of the 
UJA Allotment Committee; (b) 
The ceiling for the Jewish Na- 
tional Fund traditional collections 
to be $1,000,000 (The JDC volun- 
tarily agreed to raise this sum to 
$1,100,000.) (c). The JDC to fore- 
go the special countervailing 
amount of $600,000. 

“3. To extend to the whole coun- 
try and pro-rate on a national 
scale a formula equivalent to the 
findings of the Allocations Com- 
mittee of the Greater New York 
United Jewish Appeal, viz., 57% 
to be turned over to the JDC and 
43% to the UPA; a roaf of $300,000 
to be placed over Jewish National 
Fund collections in that area; 
and the JDC to have the right to 
rceive $275,000 in earmarked con- 
tributions from Landsmanschaf- 
ten. 

“4: To accept the offer made by 
UPA representatives themselves,

“The JDC offered these pro- 
posals to the Reconstitution Com- 
mittee in an endeavor to reach 
an immediate settlement and re- 
organization of the UJA without 
further delay in long drawn-out 
arbitration proceedings. This we 
believe would meet the strongly 
expressed wishes of the Jewish 
communities of this country. 

“In view of these offers on the 
part of the JDC and in view of the 
Statement issued by the UPA that 
‘the American Jewish commun- 
ity understands that the UPA 
permitted nothing to stand in the 
way of the UJA; the JDC an- 
nounces that it is prepared at any 
time to renew the United Jewish 
Appeal for 1945 upon the basis of 
any one of the foregoing pro- 
posals.” 

Mr. Hyman also stated that the 
JDC had agreed whole-heartedly 
to put at the disposal of the fact- 
finding committee of the Inter- 
City Welfare Fund group, all rec- 
ords, data and material of the 
JDC that might be requested by 
that Committee, which has been 
set up to determine the facts and 
needs of the various overseas 
agencies. A preliminary meeting 
has already been held with the 
fact-finding committee to work 
out the most effective procedures.

“Because anti-Semitism differs 
in character, intensity and mani- 
festation in each community, lo- 
cal leaders must be the main 
task force.

“We must immunize commun- 
ities so that anti-Semitic ‘inci- 
dents’ do not flare up. We can 
never expect to wipe out dis- 
crimination and hatred in a few 
months or a few years.

BUCHENWALD—Of the 1,000 children who have been found 
among the 4,500 Jewish survivors in this camp, only four of them 
are with their fathers. Many lost their fathers when nearly 5,000 
Jews were evacuated from Buchenwald shortly before its liberation.

Mordecai Striegler, a Warsaw 
writer, with the assistance of six 
Polish teachers.

A typical, although almost un- 
believable, story of how these 
youngsters were saved from the 
Germans was told to a Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency correspond- 
ent by Yisreael Slaffstein, who 
formerly lived in a small village 
im the province of Sandemierz in 
Poland. For almost four years he 
has been hiding his son, Josai, in 
one concentration camp after an- 
other to prevent him being killed 
by the Nazis. 

When he was first arrested, 
Slaffstein said, his wife was sent 
to a death camp, but he was 
spared because he was an expert 
leather worker and was needed 
by the Germans. He bribed a Nazi 
officer with the entire stock of his 
small business to allow him to 
take his baby to the concentration 
camp with him. For a year-and-a- 
half that he spent in this small 
camp, Slaffstein saved the child 
by paying a weekly bribe to the 
camp commandant, a 55-year-old 
major from Leipzig. The bribe, 
consisting usually of coffee, tea 
or cigars, was collected by the 
500 Jews in the camp.

Dr. Wise said that when 
the delegation visited the Presi- 
dent he had before him the late 
President’s recent statements on 
Zionism and that he _ indicated 
“in clear and unmistakable terms 
that he is supporting the pro- 
gram.” 

Mr. Roosevelt in that state- 
ment said efforts would be made 
to find “appropriate ways and 
means” of fulfilling the Demo-

In Post-War Farm Boom

CHICAGO — The Jewish Agri- 


cultural Society will help veter- 
ans, displaced war workers and 
others planning to enter farm- 
ing after the war, according to 
the annual report of the 45-year- 
old society. 

The report said that in the 
last 10 years, more than 10,000 
persons have come to the organ- 
ization for advice and it has 
helped establish 980 families in 
farm homes. 

The society has granted 14,- 
505 loans totaling more than 
$10,000,000 to the Jewish farm- 
ers in 40 states. The report said 
that for the most part the loans 
have been made to those unable 
to obtain loans anywhere else. 

Traveling teachers of the So- 
ciety last year made 2,701 farm 
visits and held 99 farm meetings 
with an aggregate attendance of 
about 5,000 persons. 

The society conducts. night 
classes in New York and Chicago 
for city dwellers interested in 
farming and publishes a journal 
of agriculture, the Jewish Farm- 
er.

His 
exact words were not taken 
down at the time, but the gist 
was that while he was  ac- 
quainted with Rabbi Goldstein, 
he felt that they represented dif- 
ferent points of view and that 
he did not see that any benefit 
would come from appearing in 
the same picture with him.

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“CHRISTIANITY’S DEBT TO JUDAISM 


By DR. JOHN 
HAYES HOLMES 





Why Not Acknowledge It? 


N SPEAKING to you this 
morning, I have two very 
definite propositions in mind. One 
js the proposition that Christian- 
ity owes a heavy debt to Judaism. 
qhe other is the proposition that 
Christianity ought to be willing 
to recognize and pay this debt, 
as any honorable debtor recog- 
nizes and pays his obligation. 

When I speak of Christianity, 
Jet me say, I am not speaking of 
theological doctrines or ecclesi- 
astical instructions—very little of 
what is contained in the actual 
history of the church. Rather am 
I speaking in terms of that pure 
religion and undefiled which 
sprang from the heart of Jesus, 
was propagated far and wide by 
his disciples and apostles, was 
recorded in the pages of the New 
Testament, and remains to this 
day the greatest single spiritual 
influence in human history. This 
religion, it should be known, is 
in reality Jewish in origin and 
content. It is only an accident 
that it did not remain in the end 
what it was in the beginning—a 
‘ part and parcel of the Jewish 
world. Now that it is one of the 
separate religions of mankind, 
its parentage should be confessed 
and its heritage duly honored. 

e > «* 
ET me begin what I have to 
say this morning with Jesus, 
who is the center and soul of 
Christian faith. There are three 
things to be made plain about 
this man. 

In the first place, I would re- 
mind you that Jesus’ parents 
were Jews. Whether his father, 
|Joseph, was of “the stem of 
‘Jesse,’ and thus of the royal 
house of David, as the Bible 
states, is altogether unknown 
and quite improbable. The gene- 
alogies to this effect in the New 
‘Testament are valueless. As a 
matter of fact, we know very 
| little about Joseph—only that he 
‘lived in Nazareth in Galilee, that 
he was a carpenter by trade, and 
that he died, in all probalility, 
before Jesus came to manhood. 
Ia much the same way, we know 
'Mttle about Mary, the mother of 
dessus. She is a shadowy figure 
'who emerges into the light only 
in the last few hours in the 
eareer of her eldest born. But 
amid all this obscurity, there re- 
mains the indubitable truth that 
these two persons, who are so 
venerated by the Christian 
thurch, were both of them Jews.

HE second fact is of course 

that Jesus, as the oldest 
child of the parents, was thus 
Mmself a Jew. Two attempts 
have been made to break down 
aad destroy this simple fact. The 
first is theological, and is to be 
found in the dogma of the Vir- 
gia Birth, which represents Je- 
ms as born not of Joseph and 
Mary, but of a divine conception 
of God upon Mary. But this leads 
f© the fascinating and impres- 
sve conclusion, seldom men- 
tioned in doctrinal discission, 
that out of all the tribes of 
earth, God chose a _ Jewish 
Maiden for the incarnation of 
his dearly beloved and only be- 
gotten son. The second attempt 
to dispel the fact of Jesus’ Jew- 
ish origin is purely pagan. It is 
to be found in the assertion of 
the early opponents of Christian- 
ity in the Groeco-Roman world 
that Jesus was born out of wed- 
lock from a Jewish girl who had 
had contact with a Roman sol- 
dier, This has been revived today 
ene form or another, by anti- 
tic Nazi propagandists. But

The Rev. Dr. John Haynes 
Holmes, renowned minister of 
the Community Church, New 
York City, is one of the most 
prominent civic and religious 
leaders in America.

least half-Jewish, and thus quite 
as much outside the pale of the 
Nazis as though he were a full- 
blooded Semite. Suffice it to say 
that there is as little in this 
story as in the dogma of the 
Virgin Birth. There exists not a 
scrap of evidence to substantiate 
it outside of sheer anti-Semitic 
prejudice. If we know anything 
about Jesus at all, it is that he 
was a child of Jewish parents, 
born in a Jewish home as the 
first-born of a large family, and 
thus himself a Jew. 
* * * 
HE third thing to be said 
about the Jewishness of Je- 
sus is that he was reared and 
trained in the Jewish faith. His 
parents were pious Jews; they 
went up each year to Jerusalem 
to keep the feast of the Pass- 
over! They taught Jesus, by pre- 
cept and example, to attend the 
synagogue where he _ became 
acquainted with the Bible of his 
race. In his early manhood, it 
was his custom to go to the syn- 
agogue on the Sabbath day, 
which is more than a good many 
Jews do today; and he began 
his public ministry, so the record 
tells us, by standing up in the 
synagogue in Nazareth and read- 
ing from the prophet Isaiah. In 
spirit as well as in blood, this 
Nazarene was a son of Israel. 
It is from these three points of 
view—his parents, his birth, and 
his religious training—that we 
must agree that Jesus was a 
Jew. It is to the Jews that the 
Christians owe this peerless 
leader and founder of their faith. 
I would go as far as to say that 
we cannot understand Jesus un- 
less we acknowledge that his 
rightful place in history is that 
of the last and greatest of the 
Jewish prophets. It is to me as 
ineredible that the Jews do not 
recognize this fact as it is dis- 
creditable that the Christians do 
not recognize it. 
* * a 
O MUCH for Jesus! Next only 
to this august figure of the 
Nazarene stand three elements 


which are central in Christian- 
ity. For all these three elements 
the Christians are indebted to 
the Jews. 

In the first place, there is the 
Bible, the sacred scriptures of 
the Christian church. This Bible 
consists of two parts —the old 
Testament, so called, and the 
New. The Old Testament, which 
comprises some three-fourths of 
the Bible, belongs not to Chris- 
tianity at all but to Judaism. The 
Old Testament, let it be said is 
the Jewish Bible! I know of no 
more high handed piece of im- 
pudence in all history than the 
action of the early Christians in 
taking over the Old Testament 
into their churches, and saying, 
“This is ours!” It is as though 
we Americans should possess our- 
selves of Shakespeare and Mil- 
tion, and Dryden, and Poe, and 
Keats, and Shelley, and Tenny- 
son, and Browning, and solemnly 
declare that the writings of 
these men belonged to us and 
were the basic part of our native 
literature. Saying so, of course, 
does not make it so! These poets 
are not Americans—and, by the 
same token, the Old Testament is 
not Christian. It is Jewish 
through and through; and when- 
ever we use it we should remem- 
ber that we are turning to Jew- 
ish sources for instruction and 
inspiration. That is the reason I 
am careful in our services here 
to refer to the Old Testament 
whenever I read lessons from its 
text, as “the Scriptures of the 
Jews.” As for the New Testa- 
ment, this is our own. This por- 
tion of the Bible is “the Scrip- 
tures of the Christians.” But 
even so, it is only fair to recog- 
nize, it seems to me, that the 
New Testament is throughout a 
Jewish book. Every word of it, 
from the first chapter of Mat- 
thew to the last chapter of Rev- 
elation, was written by Jews, and 
thus is saturated with the Jew- 
ish spirit and ideals. 


Next to the Bible comes the 
church—by which I mean not the 
hierarchy, which belongs to a 
later period of history, but the 
simple fact of the congregation 
of men and women meeting to- 
gether on a Sunday morning for 
the worship of Almighty God. 
Where did this reality come 
from? Why, from the Jews— 
More specifically from that gen- 
eration of Jews which suffered 
the tragic experience of the 
Exile. 

e * + 

N THE ancient times, among 
I all peoples, there was no 
church, or congregation, as we 
know it today. The centers of 
religious worship were temples, 
dedicated to the god or gods of 
the nation, where national festi- 
vals were held, where holy of- 
fices were performed by priestly 
agents of the state, and where 
the people came at periodical in- 
tervals to lay their offerings 
upon the sacred altars. This was 
as true in Palestine as it was in 
Egypt, Bablyonia, Greece and 
Rome. The great temple of the 
Jews was in Jerusalem, and there 
was worship offered to Jehovah, 
There were times, to be sure, 
when local worship was set up 
in what was called the “high 
places”; but this was uniformly 
discouraged, and all religious 
rites thus entered in the city of 
the king. 

Then came the Exile, in 586 
B. C. The kingdom of Judah 
was over-run, Jerusalem captured 
and destroyed, and the people 
carried away as slaves into the 
far realms of their conquerors.

Here they remained for two gen- 
erations, lost to their homeland 
and to all the high practices of 
their religion. How could they 
sing the Lord’s songs in a 
strange land? How could they 
worship God without temple or 
altar? They must keep in touch 
with their deity, and plead for 
his pity and help—otherwise they 
were surely lost, and their chil- 
dren with them. But with the 
Temple so far away, how could 
they reach God, or perform the 
rites which he expected? The an- 
swer came out of the very neces- 
sities of the situation. Robbed of 
their temple as of their holy 
city, the exiles, settled in scat- 
tered towns and villages, came 
together on the Sabbath day, 
wherever they were, and remem- 
bered Zion and read from the 
sacred pages of the Law. These 
meetings came to be regular 
gatherings, which in due course 
wer organized ,and later devel- 
oped customs and practices and 
a sanctity of their own. They 
were called synagogues—or what- 
ever is the Hebrew word for a 
“gathering together,” or congre- 
gation, of men and women for 
the holy purpose of religion. 


WAS thus, in a time of 
dire extremity, that the Law 


of Israel was preserved, and the’ 


memory of Jehovah, the God of 
Israel, not forgotten. In due 
course the Jews returned to Pal- 
estine, and there set up the Tem- 
ple once again upon Mt. Zion. 
The central worship was thus re- 
stored, and the priests once again 
commissioned to guard the peo- 
ple’s destiny. But the habit of 
the Exile was too strong and 
the people would not give up 
their local or congregational 
meetings in their villages, or 
even houses. The synagogue be- 
came as well recognized an in- 
stitution of Judaism as the Tem- 
ple itself, and held in time the 
first devotion of the people. Je- 
sus knew the synagogue of Naz- 
areth from his youth up, and in 
this synagogue began his minis- 
try. When, following his death, 
his followers carried on his work, 
it was first in synagogues, and 
only later in churches of their 
own, that they proclaimed the 
Gospel. 
* * * 

UT these churches, when 

they came, were modeled 
precisely on Jewish example, and 
thus were the daughters of the 
synagogue. When Christians 
meet today on Sunday mornings 


to worship God and to conse 
crate their lives to his service, 
and to preserve the sacred tradi- 
tions of the faith, they are doing 
not only what the early Chris- 
tians did, but what the Jews 
have done since the sad days of 
the Exile. We have a church be- 
cause the Jews first had a syna- 
gogue. The former is the direct 
descendant of the latter. 

This brings us directly to the 
third of these essential elements 
of Christianity. In addition to 
the Bible and the church is Sun- 
day as the sacred day of rest 
and worship—the one day. in 
seven set scrupulously aside for 
purposes of physical recreation 
and spiritual regeneration, 
Where did this Christian Sunday 


come from? Why, obviously, 
from the Jewish Sabbath. 
* * * 


IS true that the Jewish Sah 

bath is the last day of the 
week — traditionally the day 
when God rested from his la- 
bors after the six days of the 
creation. “And on the seventh 
day God ended his work which 
he had made” (Genesis 2:2). The 
Christian Sunday, in contrast, is 
the first day of the week, so 
celebrated because it was on this 
first day that Jesus is supposed 
to have risen from the dead. 
“And when the Sabbath was 
past... very early in the morn- 
ing, the first day of the week, 
they came unto the sepulchre... 
and saw that the stone was 
rolled away” (Mark 1-3). So the 
first day among Christians came 
to take the place of the seventh 
day among Jews. But this detail 
is unimportant. The central fact 
is that the Christian Sunday is 
the rebirth of the Jewish Sab- 
bath—the Christian once again 
taking his religious practices 
from the Jew! 

We are beginning now, per: 
haps, to understand how stupend- 
ous is the debt which the Chris- 
tians owe to Jews. Not only Je- 
sus himself, but the Bible, the 
church ,and Sunday all come 
from Jewish sources. But not yet 
have we gotten to the heart o€ 
the » matter. What about the 
teachings of Christianity—those 
great truths of the moral and 
spiritual life which constitute the 
essence of the Gospel? The 
things which Jesus taught—were 
these original with him, or did 
they spring from the Judaism in 
which Jesus was born and 
reared? 

* * * 

HIS question reminds me of 

an experience in the early 
days of my ministry in this city. 
I was attending a meeting of the 
Liberal Ministers Club of which 
certain Jewish rabbis were mem- 
bers along with the Christian 
clergymen. I chanced to be sit- 
ting beside a very eminent rabbi 
of that day—the head of the 
great Temple Emanuel. In the 
course of our conversation to- 
gether, I made some reference 
to what I called “the originality 
of Jesus.” What was my surprise 
to hear this rabbi retort that 
there was no originality in Jesus 
—that the Nazarene was one of 
the most unoriginal men who 
ever lived. As a young and ar- 
dent preacher, I was greatly 
shocked by this remark. In late 
years, however, I came to feel 
that my friend, the rabbi, was on 
the whole correct. It is true that 
Jesus was original in what he 
said—or rather in the way he 
said it! Of all the religious teach- 
ers of the world he ranks as in- 
comparably the most poetic. The

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Sermon on the Mount and the 
various parables are unmatched 
for sheer power and beauty in 
either ancient or modern liter- 
ature. Jesus was original also in 
his spiritual insights—in his dis- 
cernments of truth in unusual 
circumstances, and in his appli- 
cation of this truth to the com- 
mon way of life. He had a genius 
for spirituality which is un- 
paralleled. But his supreme and 
unique contribution to Christian- 
ity, of course, was his personal- 
ity. Within this man was a radi- 
ance of the inner life which made 
it easy for his contemporaries to 
join with the Roman centurion in 
the reclaration, “Verily, this man 
was the Son of God.” But in the 
actual content of his teaching, 
Jesug was not original. The sub- 
stance of his faith and vision was 
all derived from Israel. Let me 
see if I can make this plain!

N NEW Year’s day, this 

year, a civic ceremony was 
conducted at the City Hall by 
Mayor LaGuardia, in which a 
Catholic priest, a Protestant 
clergyman and a Jewish rabbi 
were the participants. In the 
course of his remarks, the Mayor 
referred to the Golden Rule and 
the Lord’s Prayer, and said that 
if men would only live up to the 
precepts of these two teachings, 
there would be no trouble in the 
world. It would seem as though, 
in this reference, the Mayor was 
flattering the Christians and 
leaving out the Jews. As a mat- 
ter of fact, he could not have 
made a better selection, for the 
Golden Rule and the _ Lord’s 
Prayer belong quite as much to 
the Jews as to the Christians 
themselves. 

The Golden Rule, it must be 
said belongs to neither Christians 
nor Jews in any exclusive sense 
of the world. It is a part of all 
religions. Thus, I have found it 
in the scriptures of no less than 
nine of the world’s religions— 
Hinduism, Zoroastrianism, Bud- 
dhism, Confucianism, Moham- 
medianism, Grecian, Roman, Ju- 
daism, and Christianity. The 
Golden Rule, as it appears in the 
New Testament, is familiar—‘“All 
things whatsoever ye would that 
men should do to you, do ye even 
so to them, for it is the law and 
the phophets.” The Jewish Gold- 
en Rule is negative rather than 
positive in its formulation, but 
is identical in meaning. It reads 
—“Whatever ye do not wish your 
neighbor to do to you, do not do 
unto him. This is the whole law, 
the rest is exposition.” 

* - ” 

UT THE Lord’s prayer—this 

surely is original with Je- 
sus! So it is in its formulation 
into one of the simplest and most 
beautiful compositions that can 
be found in the world’s religious 
literature. But in its content it is 
derived from beginning to end 
from Jewish sources. There is 
not a line in the Prayer which 
cannot be duplicated in these 
sources. In substantiation of this 
sweeping assertion, let me cite 
the testimony of two scholars 
who have a right to speak, as I 
do not. The first is a famous 
German authority, Theodor Keim 
whose biography of Jesus, writ- 
ten many years ago, still ranks 
as one of the greatest studies 
ever made of the life and teach- 
ing of the Nazarene. Referring to 
the Lord’s Prayer, Keim writes, 
“Not only the address of God, 
together with the first two peti- 
tions, but pretty well all of it in 
detail, appears here and there in 
Jewish Talmudic prayers.” The 
second witness is a great Jewish 
scholar, Joseph Klausner, of the 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem, 
whose “Jesus of Nazareth” is re- 
garded as the ablest biography 


;

of Jesus ever written by a Jew. 
In this authoritative work the 
author says of the Lord’s Prayer 
that it is “a remarkable prayer, 
universal in its appeal, earnest, 
brief and full of devotion. Every 
single clause in it, however, is 
to be found in Jewish prayers 
and sayings in the Talmud.” So 
the Golden Rule and the Lord’s 
Prayer alike belong to Jews as 
well as Christians.

EXT only to these two doc- 

uments, I would name the 
Beatitudes as the most precious 
sayings to be found in the Chris- 
tian Scriptures. Here again we 
have a formulation of truth 
which is a supreme illustration 
of Jesus’ poetic and spiritual gen- 
ius. But the content of what is 
said is again almost wholly de- 
rivative. “Blessed are they that 
mourn for they shall be com- 
forted”—if you would know 
where this comes from, turn to 
Isaiah 61:2. “Blessed are the 
meek, for they shall inherit the 
earth”—turn to Psalm 37:11. 
“Blessed are they that hunger 
and thirst for righteousness, for 
they shall be filled”’—turn to 
Isaiah 55:1. “Blessed are the pure 
in heart, for they shall see God” 
—turn to Psalm 24:4. Thus are 
the phrases and thoughts of this 
great passage all anticipated by 
the Jews. 

* * = 

F ANY statement of Jesus is 
I commonly cited as the com- 
plete and perfect summary of his 
religion, it is the dual command- 
ment, “Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God, with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all 
thy strength, and with all thy 
mind; and thy neighbor as thy- 
self.” Where does this come 
from? First of all from the New 
Testament story of the lawyer 
who tempted Jesus, _ saying, 
“What shall I do to inherit eter- 
nal life?” But originally from 
the Old Testament, in two fa- 
mous passages. The first is from 
Deuteronomy 6:4—“Hear, O §Is- 
rael, the Lord thy God is one 
Lord; and thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy might.” The second is 
fram Leviticus 19:18— “Thou 
shall not take vengeance, nor 
bear any grudge... but thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
self.” 

If anything is original with 
Jesus, it would seem to be his 
non-resistance—his injunction in 
the Sermon on the Mount to “re- 
sist not evil.” This received its 
supreme expression in Jesus’ 
commandment that we _ should 
love our enemies. This is very ob- 
viously a protest against and 
correction of the Jewish law of 
retaliation—“an eye for an eye, 
and a tooth for a tooth.” This 
law, without any question, ap- 
pears in the Old Testament. Je- 
sus was mindful of it, and would 
get rid if it. But he was not the 
first to take this stand. Long 
since the Jewish prophets had 
laid hold upon the doctrine of 
love and forgiveness, even of en- 
emies. But in one brief passage 
of the Old Testament we have 
an anticipation of this positive 
aspect of non-resistance which is 
breath-taking. 

* a * 

F I were asked to name the 
most beautiful expression of 
Jesus’ teaching on this point, I 
would turn to St. Paul’s great 
Epistle to the Romans, and read 
the closing verses of the twelfth 
chapter—“If thine enemy hun- 
ger, feed him; if he thirst, give 
him drink; for in so doing thou 
shalt heap coals of fire upon his 
head. Be not overcome of evil, 
but overcome evil with good.” If 
there is anything original in 


Christianity this would certainly 
seem to be it. Yet turn to the 
twenty-fifth chapter of the book 
of Proverbs, the twenty-first 
verse, and what do you find? “If 
thine enemy be hungry, give 
him bread to eat; and if he be 
thirsty, give him water to drink, 
for thou wilt heap coals of fire 
upon his head.” Even in his 
teaching of love, for enemies as 
well as friends, Jesus was only 
faithful to the noblest precepts 
of the Jews! 

All of this shows what Jesus 
was really doing in his ministry. 
Not preaching a new religion, 
but reviving the pure and unde- 
filed religion of Israel! Not start- 
ing a movement of revolt against 
Judaism, but only a movement of 
reform inside of Judaism! Not 
forsaking the Jewish synagogue 
and starting the Christian 
church, but cleansing the Jew- 
ish synagogue, even as he 
cleansed the Temple of the mon- 
ey-changers! Nothing would have 
surprised Jesus more than to 
have learned after his death that 
his work had led to a new re- 
ligion largely hostile to his own. 
To this day he would not have 
understood the meaning of Chris- 
tianity and Christian doctrine. 
Jesus was a Jew, in the great 
traditions of the phophets. He 
saw a religion in his time, as 
Isaiah and Amos and Jeremiah 
had seen a religion in their time, 
which had become overlaid and 
encrusted with a vast growth of 
theological and ecclesiastical lit- 
eralism which was fatal to the 
pure essence of the faith. He 
found the people beset and be- 
trayed by all kinds of rules and 
regulations, the minutiae of law 
and rite ,;which were killing out 
the simple practices of righteous- 
ness and truth. Worst of all, he 
beheld a priesthood which was 
feeding upon the _ corruption 
in protest against the Nazi hor- 
tering in the worship of Israel. 

. + ¥* 


LL this he sought to sweep 

away. “The letter killeth, 
but the spirit giveth life!” The 
Nazarene wanted to find that 
spirit again. Therefore did he 
seek, like the shepherd his lost 
sheep, that great body of Jew- 
ish prophecy which was the real 
religion of Israel as contrasted 
with the sheer superstition of the 
priests and Pharisees. So every- 
thing that was precious in Juda- 
ism came to life again in Jesus. 
He was teaching what was tru- 
est and noblest in the tradition 
of his own people. He sought for 
nothing but the restoration of 
Israel to its true faith. What 
wonder therefore that he was not 
original, since he did not seek to 
be original? “Think not that I 
am come,” he said, “to destroy 
the law or the prophets; I am 
come not to destroy but to ful- 
fill. For verily I say unto you, 
Till heaven and earth pass, one 
all too long has gone unpaid. 
pass from the law, till all be 
fulfilled.” Here was not a Chris- 
tian speaking, but a Jew. All 
that was: distinctively Christian 
came later and was unknown to 
the Nazarene. 

Such is the debt which Chris- 
tianity owes to Judaism! Not Je- 
sus merely, nor the Bible, the 
church and the Sunday, but the 
whole substance of Christian 
teaching! To take account of this 
debt is to come face to face with 
two facts, which I would em- 
phasize in closing: 

cd * * 

IRST ,we fiind here one ex- 
planation at least, and a 
very important one, of why the 
Christians dislike and persecute 
the Jews. They hate them and 
would get rid of them because 
they are so heavily indebted to 
them. This is a simple law of 
psychology, illustrated by the ex- 
perience of every day. Thus, did 
you ever hear of a tenant who 
loved his landlord? Have you 
ever encountered a borrower 


who is devoted to the money- 
lender who has given him mon- 
ey? How often do you see a tax- 
payer who folds in his affection- 
ate embrace the tax-collector? 
The publicans in ancient Israel 
were hated for nothing except 
that it was their business to re- 
ceive the taxes for the govern- 
ment. And now the burden has 
fallen upon the Jews—that they 
have given so much to the Chris- 
tians that the latter feel embar- 
rassed and at last outraged that 
they owe all this to Israel! There 
are many reasons for anti-Sem- 
itism—for tortures and massa- 
cres, the pogroms and exiles, 
which the Jews have suffered all 
these centuries from Christen- 
dom. The problem is complicated 
and difficult—the pattern hope- 
lessly entangled. But one stand 
in the snarl may be unravelled, 
and that is the one which has to 
do with the Christian’s debt to 
Judaism. Until that debt is paid, 
or at least acknowledged, there 
will be little peace. 
* e . 

HE second thing which I 

would emphasize is_ this 
payment of the debt. Is it not 
time that payment began. And 
how shall it be done? 

First, the debt must be ac- 
knowledged, somewhat as I have 
tried to acknowledge it this 
morning. Why should not Chris- 
tians everywhere recognize Jesus 
as a Jew? Why should they not 
have the grace to refer to the 
Old Testment, when they use it, 
as the Jewish scriptures? Why 
should they not acclaim the kin- 
ship of the church with the syn- 
agogue, and of the Christian 
Sunday with the Jewish Sab- 
bath? As for the Gospel, what 
would be lost and what not 
gained, if the Jewish sources of 
this teaching were at last made 
plain? All this is not very much, 
perhaps, in the serious business 
of paying a heavy debt, but it 
is at least something. A first step 
is taken in discharging an obliga- 
tion when it is acknowledged 
that it exists. 

Secondly, why may not we pay 
this debt to the Jews by fighting 
anti-Semitism? All around us 
rages this noisome and fatal 
plague. It works its havoc not 
merely in Germany and Europe, 
but right here in America. Half- 
hidden, half-confessed, whispered 
rather than_ shouted, taking 
shape not in hideous persecutions 
but in countless little irritations 
and injustices, but none the less 
fatal as a_ prejudice which 
poisons the soul, this curse is our 
curse, as it is Christianity’s curse, 
and it should be ended for very 
shame. Here the church, in the 
very name of Jesus, should take 
the lead in stamping out this 
pestilence that devours ourselves 
as well as our victims. To fight 
and destroy anti-Semitism—this 
would be a large payment on the 
debt. 

* * * 

ASTLY, as a means of pay- 
ing Christianity’s debt to 
Judaism, there is the opportunity 
now abundantly given us to suc- 
cor the Jewish refugees who 
wander the world in misery. 
Christianity has already done 
much for these refugees. The 
Catholics and Protestants of 
Germany and the occupied coun- 
tries have lifted up their voices 
in protest against the Nezi hor- 
rors, and on more than one oc- 
casion have identified themselves 
with those who suffered. In Eng- 
land and in this country have 
Christians given generously in 
relief, and offered shelter and 
sustenance to the homeless 
hordes of Israel. But all that we 
have done is little enough. More 
—more, is needed, till every Jew 
the world around has found 
home and country once again, his 
place in the great body of hu- 
manity. To succor the Jews in 
this their hour of greater dis- 
tress than they have endured 


since Jerusalem fell to 7; 
this is our plain duty. Ang it 
should be our welcome oppo 
ity to discharge the debt Which 
al Itoo long has gone unpaig. 

To bring Jews and Christian, 
together, not by converting or 
merging one with the Other, but 
by recognition of that spiritual 
kinship which makes them one_ 
this is our holy task. To eng the 
injustice and horror of the ages 
in finding and binding that “un. 
ity of the spirit which is the bong 
of peace!” Already Jews and 
Christians are one in all that is 
central to the inner essence of 
our faith. Why should we not 
similarly be one in all that ig 
central to the outer relations of 
our lives? In both branches of 
the severed family there rests 
the obligation to shake off 
aratism and end _ isolation—py 
most heavily and immediately 
does this obligation rest upon 
Christians, who have the num, 
bers, the power—and this debt 
which must be paid!

HIS is written the evening of Saturday, 
April 14, and it will be several weeks 
before this column is printed. But when will 
it ever be too late to recall one moment of 
grandeur in all our lives—one moment when 
men’s earth-bound feet could feel lifted toward 
the stars? 

This morning, at my radio, I was listening 
to the marching feet of the procession that 
carried Franklin Delano Roosevelt through 
Washington for his last brief stay at the White 
House. I still feel deeply moved by that ex- 
perience and I do not think it will be too 
late to cherish it many years later even, and to 
keep it burnished like some rare jewel. 

Men who forget it will 
be unworthy of a noble 
inheritance; they are th. 
dimwitted and the mor- 
ally abtuse incapable of 
understanding the mean 
ing of a great experience. 

In that hour, at their 
radio sets, understanding 
men became aware of 
the majesty of great liv- ; 
ing. This wasn’t death the ultimate disaster. 
This was a life being celebrated; this was the 
final, triumphant procession of life that had 
been ably wrought. 

I must confess I cried. Now, hours later, 
I analyze my tears. They were shed for pride 
in the human family which, for all its faults, 
can produce a great spirit. My tears were for 
pity for this family of mankind that can rise 
so high and yet falls so short. 

(The young man who was broadcasting the 
story of the procession must have been feel- 
ing the same way about this. His voice broke 
several. times.) 

Yes, this man being carried on the Army 
caisson was one of all of us, one of our 
brothers. By the elevation of his own character 
and of his work he had made us feel humble 
and ashamed of ourselves. How we had failed! 
All these degrading prejudices of ours! All 
these hates! All these discriminations by which 
men are set apart from the brotherhood! His 
life had been of the brotherhood. 

He wasn’t a saint either. He had his faults 
and had made his mistakes. He was like afi 
of us but his feet had tried and had gone far 
up the mountainside. 

When I searched more deeply in my tears I 
find that some of them may have been for 
myself. Had I fallen short? 

(The announcer said the people crowded 
along Constitution Avenue were crying, too. 
The wornan in the red coat with her hander- 
chief to her eyes. The colored girl. The woman 
in deep black. The man surrepititiously brush- 
ing away his tears.) 

Did they all understand their tears? They 
couldn’t be crying just for this body on the 
Army caisson, not just for human greatness 
come at last te the grave, not just for a Presi- 
dent who wasn’t permitted to enter the promis- 
ed land for which he had labored. 





This will be a greater America if people 
understand the tears they shed that day. If 
they understand they will say: “This was my 
fine brother and how can I make myself to be 
like him and to be worthy of him and give 
meaning to my tears? He was the friend of 
man. He knew no essential difference between 
decent men, no difference of color or race or 
creed. Mankind was his kinsman. 

“I cry because I am sorry for myself; for, 
in what have I measured up to this, my broth- 
er? I have carried hate against mv neighbors 
and against them have uttered falschood which 
I picked un. 

“IT ery because I have failed. My tears will 
be in vain if with them I do not wash my heart 
of all the falsehood and prejudices which I have 
permitted to encrust it. I must never lose that 
great moment when I sat at my radio set 
listening to the triumph of this great life. I 
must keep it an inheritance to hand down to 
my children. I shall hand it down to them, say- 
ing this was my richest moment. It was the 
time I found myself and felt humble and 
ashamed. 

(The announcer said the people stood there 
reverently, like people in a cathedral aware 
of a divine instance in their lives. Their tears 
were bright as if by dazzling illumination.) 

There will be memorials for Franklin Roose- 
velt and for years to come men will be think- 
ing of what new monuments to erect to him. 
What memorial shrine, what statuary, what 
institutions, what national parks? 

Like Lincoln, Franklin Roosevelt died in the 
hour of victory, an opportune moment for his 
earthly immortality. Unlike Wilson’s, his death 
spared him the trials of the peace-making and 
the reconstruction. Franklin Roosevelt will 
stand forever immortalized in victory. 

The noblest memorial of all will be the 
American people themselves resolving to rise 
to his moral stature, to dedicate their tears 
to the humanity which he served, to keep 
forever, as their richest inheritance, the mo- 
ment when they were listening to him march- 
ing out of his great and good life. 

In an America thus dedicated, all men, of 
whatever condition, will enjoy the decent re- 
spect which they deserve by reason of their 
human dignity. A man will be judged by his 
own quality, and what of the color of his 
skin or the way of his religion or the race from 
which he is descended? It will be a new, more 
hopeful, more courageous, more democratic 
America. 

(An announcer stood at the White House 
gates with a microphone. He said the caisson 
was entering the White House grounds. Roose- 
velt had come to stop there for a few hours 
on the way to his grave. The band was play- 
ing the national anthem. I was alone in my 
house. The moving occasion lifted me to my 
feet, though I seldom stand up to “The Star 
Spangled Banner” when it comes out of the 
radio in my house.)

To Return Jewish Property 

Ludwig Lewisohn is heartbro- 
ken (Day) as he looks at western 
Europe. “Anyone who knew well 
the France of the Third Repub- 
lic and the... . clear air of free- 
dom and mutual respect in which 
Jews and Gentiles lived together 
there, and receives today... re- 
ports of the moral mire and 
murk and horror and malignity, 
is both grieved and appalled not 
only for Jews ... but at the 
spectacle of what that dreadful 
poison has done to the French 
people.” 

So much for the West, and its 
eonfusion in dealing with hatred. 
But Russia takes the situation in 
hand. Panic-stricken Vienna 
Nazis, reports the Journal, are 
thronging downtown to return 
property stolen from Jews, and 
to clear their name with the 
Russians. “Nazi” is now a term 
of horror to them. The Russians 
are also burning, publicly, all 
the Nazi literature of libraries, 
bookstores, and private stores. 

That city’s gauleiter, Baldur 
von Schirach, lost his life in an 
attempt to cross the Swiss bor- 
der. The correspondent has 
learned that on him was found a 
forged Jewish passport. He, it 
seems, was supposed to be one 
“Lazar Kaufman.” Such names 
mean safety in the East.

Nazis Kept Records 
Of Oswiecim Deaths 

German punctiliousness—what 
a boomerang! It may lead to the 
destruction of the guilty. First 
comes a report that Americans 
found complete lists of war 
prisoners and their history. Now 
the Freiheit reports exclusively 
that tke notorious Oswiecim 
deathcamp has yielded its gory 
secrets. Here millions perished. 
Now Russians found a sealed 
box-car, filled with documents. 
“They were the .. . records of 

. Oswiecim . . . there were 
plans of the deathcamp and of 
the ovens, schedules of various 
construction works. They will 
help establish the names of 
those who had a direct part in 
the mass murders.” 

One letter found was from an 
Erfurt corporation, which an- 
nounced that it was now possible 
to buy from them new ovens, 
which could burn over 1500 per- 
sons in 24 hours.

Fishman Doubts Nazis 
Will Get Just Deserts 

But the Journal’s J. Fishman 
finds Westerners still very naive. 
German civilians were made to 
view the mangled bodies their 
countrymen tortured. “Why, 


shame on you, Mr. German!” 
That is Fishman’s summary of 
this whole method of “educa- 
tion.” He thinks Americans are 
too soft; and doubts results. The 
writer is convinced that the Ger- 
man people is guilty, and few can 
plead ignorance of what went 
on. If there were a few that dis- 
approved, they are naturally no 
longer among the living. He as- 
serts that many letters were 
found on German war prisoners, 
in which the folks back home re- 
ported with equanimity that “in- 
ferior races” were being elimin- 
ated. 

Give me the Russians, com- 
ments Fishman, insofar as pun- 
ishments are concerned. Soviet 
forces caught the sadist ring- 
leaders, and hanged them im-

Are Largely Litvaks 

The Forward, Socialist organ, 
continues its celebration of Tem- 
ple Emanu-El’s centenary, with 
almost daily articles. How come? 
As if to explain, its N. Zalowitz 
emphasizes that the Temple’s 
rabbis are quite homelike per- 
sons. In fact, they’re largely 
Litvaks. The exclusive Fifth 
Avenue, “cathedral,” German in 
origin, provides some interesting 
pulpit statistics. Rev. Dr. Samuel 
Goldenson, was “born in Lithu- 
ania,” and didn’t come here until 
he was twelve. (Note: he is now 
a prominent member of the 
American Council for Judaism), 
Dr. Samuel Schulman, retired, is 
also a Litvak; as was his late 
colleague, Dr. Hyman Enelow. 
Dr. Nathan Krass, emeritus, is 
an Odessa Russian; and the late 
Dr. Silverman was a Cincinnati 
native of Russian parentage. 
The associate, Rabbi Nathan Per- 
ilman, comes of an Orthodox 
Russian family. (And the spirit- 
ual leader of World Reform, Dr. 
Israel Mattuck, of London, is 
pure Lithuanian.)

Books 





By DR. THEODORE N. LEWIS 





HE newly revised edition of 
the Union Prayer Book, 
Volume II has just appeared. It 
contains the Reform liturgy for 
the High Holy Days and reflects 
throughout the happy tendency 
towards traditionalism, so prom- 
inent in the Reform movement 
today. 

The edition differs from dts 
predecessors in 
two _ important 
respects. First, 
it contains the 
Kol Nidre in He- 
brew, complete 
and unabridged, 
the first Reform 
Ritual to do so. 
The English on 
‘ne opposite x . 
page makes no DR. LEWIS 
pretense at translating the form- 
ula. Instead, it voices the hope 
that the prayers and resolutions 
from one Day of Atonement into 
the next may be acceptable to 
God. The complete disregard of 
the Hebrew text wiil be subject 
to much criticism. The fair mind- 
ed however, will find in the Eng- 
lish equivalent a noble and chal- 
lenging petition. 

The restoration of Kol Nidre 
represents a remarkable victory 
of sentiment and emotion over 
cold logic and pure reason. While 
few Jews attach any significance 
to the words, the melody, the 
chant and the music have made 
the hymn an inseparable and a 
precious part of the liturgy for 
the Yom Kippur. The exclusion 
from the ritual never achieved 
its complete elimination. Though 
not in the Reform prayer book it 
was chanted in many Reform 
Temples. Not the words, but the 
melody moved and uplifted the 
soul. 

In suppressing Kol Nidre, Re- 
form leaders hoped to silence 
anti-Semites who indicated the 
Jews with the deliberate intention 
of nullifying oaths in courts of 
law, pledges of a business char- 
acter, etc. Only vows of a purely 
personal nature and not those 
touching business contracts were 
affected. 

How history repeats itself! In 
the Geonic times too, the rabbis 
tried to exclude Kol Nidre and 
failed. And now it finds its way 
back into the Union Prayer Book. 
Sentiment and emotion do prevail 
over logic! 

This edition reflects an even 
more profound transformation of 
ideology and doctrine. A long and 
tedious petition embodying the 
anti-nationalist ideology of early 
Reform has been completely re- 
moved. Included in the Abodah 
service during the afternoon of 
Yom Kippur, it pontifically pro- 
claimed that “When .. . Israel 
was driven from his home to 
become a wanderer in various 
lands little did thy people... 
forsee a larger destiny which 
Thou hast appointed for them 
... By Thy grace O God it has also 
been given us to see in our dis- 
persion over the earth not a 
means of punishment but a sign 
of blessed privilege. Scattered 
among the nations of the world 
Israel is to bear witness to Thy 
power and Thy truth.” After a 
decade of Hitlerism which wit- 
nessed the annihilation of over 
five million Jews, the doctrine that 
the dispersion was a blessing in 
disguise, that Jews should not 
mourn over the destruction of 
Palestine and the exile but rejoice 
theréin is not only hollow but 
cruel, a mockery of Jewish mar- 
tyrdom. It is therefore gratifying 
that this distortion of Jewish his- 
tory will no longer mar the other-

“Father of mercies, in awe ang 
deep humility, I stand before 
Thee on this Atonement Eve, Jp 
the midst of Thy people who look 
to me to lead them I approach the 
holy Ark. I have erred and Sinned, 
Forgive me, I pray Thee. May my 
people not be put to shame be 
cause of me nor I because of 
them. 


“In this solemn moment, O God, 
I lift up mine eyes unto Thee, 
Help me in the great task to which 
I have dedicated my life. Show 
me Thy way, and teach me to lead 
Thy children nearer to Thee, 
Help me to find the way to their 
hearts that I may win them for 
Thy service. 


‘Heavenly Father, let me hear 
Thy voice saying: Be strong and 
of good courage. Give me 
strength, give me understanding, 
give me faith, for Thou alone art 
my hope, O God, my Rock and 
my Redeemer.” 


A more touching introduction for 
so solemn a service it is hard to 
imagine! 

Many Jews judge a prayer book 
by its size and a religious service 
by its length, the poorest measure 
rods indeed. Length has no rela 
tion to effectiveness, and this ap 
plies particularly to this new edi 
tion. While it lacks many of the 
traditional selections of the old 
Holy Day liturgy it does provide 
a beautifully arranged order of 
services for the High Holy Days 
which the American Jew will er 
joy, find stimulating and on 
which he will be able to unde. 
stand. 

So important a factor is the lat: 
ter that rabbis who overlook i 
do so to the detriment of Judaism 
and the Synagogue. That Ameri 
can Jews do not know Hebrew, 
that only a handful can read it 
with any facility, and that even 
fewer understan@ it must not be 
ignored. The unhappy situation 
makes a liturgy with large por 
tions in the vernacular imper 
tive. No one loves Hebrew mor 
than the writer who is deeply 
aware that no Hebrew prayer cal 
ever be adequately translated. Ye 
since according to the rabbis, 
even the Shema may be recited in 
any language, certainly othe 
portions of the liturgy may. No 
only may, but must for the good 
of our people and the preservt 
tion of our faith.

“Tomorrow when we are 
on the high seas, far away from 
the coast, one of us will start 
a conversation with the mer- 
chant and lead him to the side 
of the ship. I’ will keep watch, 
and when he is looking out to 
sea, I will run across the deck 
and fall against him and push 
him into the water. When the 
son learns of his father’s death 
he will be overwhelmed with 
grief. Then it will be easy for 
one of us to enter the cabin, re- 
move the jewels from the box, 
and leave the empty chest in 
the cabin.” 

“How about the spoils?” asked 
the crew. 

“We will each have an equal 
share. All seven of us shall be 
rich, and we can give up our 
wretched life on the water and 
start afresh when we reach 
port.” 

The merchant had not lost a 
single word of the plan. He 
smiled and said to himself— 


“Well does the proverb say: 
‘Man proposes, but God disposes.’ 
How am I to outwit those 
thieves?” 

The father walked up and 
down the deck, thinking as hard 
as he could. Then he found his 
son in their cabin and said: 

“My son, by God’s mercy I 
have discovered a villianous plot. 
The crew on board are a gang 
of thieves and murderers. I have 
overheard part of their plan to 
rob and kill us.

“Better poor and alive than 
rich and dead. Do you agree?” 

“Yes, I will do exactly as you 
have told me.” 

Immediately they began to 
play their parts, for they real- 
ized that the sooner the jewels 
were overboard the safer they 
would be. Out on deck they went 
and began to talk in an excited 
manner. High words began to 
pass between them. The crew 
listened. Father and son began 
to abuse one another and the 
quarrel seemed so serious that 
the crew gathered to look on 
and enjoy the scene. When the 
father struck the son, they 
seemed to the crew to be two 
madmen. But they could hardly 
believe their eyes when they 
saw the old man dragging the 
precious jewel box across the 
deck. 

He opened the box and the 
crew saw the glittering jewels 
disappear over the rail into the 
sea, 

“Look, look!” they shouted,

The rest of the voyage was 
passed in peace. There was no 
longer any reason to kill the 
merchant.

Exposing Anti-Semitic Acts to Public View 
Healthy, American Jewish World Insists—It 
is not our intention to enter into a controversy 
with the exponents of the sha-sha policy on 
moral issues. We still have individuals in our 
midst who do not know the facts of social life 
or the historic ideals of Israel. While Judaism 
does not accept the doctrine of non-resistance, 
it does not believe that brute force is the only 
answer or the final answer to violence. Brute 
force may be necessary to check the immediate 
perpetrators of evil. It does not remove the 
evil. For that an educational process is needed. 
“Not by might, nor by force, but by My spirit,” 
is an old Jewish doctrine now accepted by all 
forward-looking leaders of the civilized world. 

The fact is that anti-Semitism is not ex- 
clusively a Jewish issue, even as all group ten- 
sions are not the exclusive problem of the 
particular minority attacked. As one of the 
professors at the University of Minnesota, a 
leading authority in the field of group rela- 
tions, remarked in commenting on the North 
Side incidents, “It is not just a Jewish prob- 
lem. I know that whenever the rights of one 
group in the cornmunity are violated, my Sse- 
security as a free citizen is at stake. It is my 
problem as an American, though I am not 
a Jew. I am entitled to know what is going on, 
so that I can defend the principles of Ameri- 
canism for myself and for the sake of my 
children.” 

Fortunately the educational and moral lead- 
ers of the community understand the implica- 
tions of the meeting held at Lincoln Junior 
High and are constructively accepting the chal- 
lenge. Following that meeting the problem 
was on the agerida of the Twin Cities Confer- 
ence of the Progressive Education Association. 
The College Women’s Club is planning a stand- 
ing committee to study ways and means for 
their membership’s contribution to the elim- 
ination of group friction. The Minneapolis 
Town Hall, representing over 20 civic organ- 
izations, will bring the challenge to the lead- 


thing of the past as far as 1945 was con- 
cerned. The Post merely banked on its knowl- 
edge of the tenor of the leaders throughout 
the country. 

But not longer wil the national Jewish re- 
lief organization make the decisions for the 
country. A new king has been crowned in 
the American Jewish Community, the CJWF. 
No little credit goes to Sidney Hollander, 
president, who kept a clear course towards 
what he knew to be the desired goals, all the 
way through. 

Even if perchance the reconstitution is not 
effected this year, the CJWF will still domin- 
ate the American Jewish Community and 
it’ll take another editorial and another time 
to point out what this may mean for the Anti- 
Defamation League and the civic defense 
agencies competing with it, that other sore 
spot in the American Jewish Community.

community in general. The Minneapolis Teach- 
ers’ Association invited Dr. Marian Erdman of 
Wayne University, an authority on the subject, 
to tell how the teachers can help in solving the 
problem. 

The National Conference of Christians and 
Jews is studying the question how to check 
the sources of prejudice generated by irrespon- 
sible or misunderstood religious teachers. At 
North High school the Council of Presidents 
of the Character clubs will assume the re- 
sponsibility for eliminating friction and pro- 
moting better understanding among the student 
body.

Not only the 
editorials, such as the one which appeared in 
the Star-Journal, but most of the letters from 
the readers indicate that an appeal to the 
American conscience of the community is 
not a voice in the wilderness. 


The response, in fact, came not only from the 
metropolitan aiea but from the surrounding 
countries. Thus Joseph C. Vesely, discussing the 
subject at the Lion’s Club of Hopkins, said, 
“If you are a Catholic or a Negro, a Swede 
or a Czech, and you are one of those who 
for no legal or moral reason preach hatred of 
the Jew, it may be well to remember that your 
turn may come next.” Editor Markham of the 
Hennepin County Review covered the subject 
in the same spirit, and the Chicago Country 
Press referred to chronic haters as uncon- 
scious Fascists. 


The North Side meeting was not only an 
urgent response to the cry for justice on be- 
half of the Jewish youth. It was an appeal and 
a challenge to the conscience of the general 
community. Fortunately the fearful sha-sha in- 
dividuals notwithstanding, the community 
leaders understand the situation and are re 
sponding intelligently and constructively.

ELIGION in Egypt centereq 

around death. it was the bugj. 
ness of the priests to make it gag. 
ier for the dead to enter into the 
realm of the dead. They were to 
provide the dead with the proper 
amulets that would enable them 
properly to answer the questions 
of Osiris, the great judge. Or they 
would give the dead an abyp. 
dent supply of food and drink 
to take care of them if they fajj. 
ed in their examination. The 
Torah in its emphasis upon the 
importance of life here on earth 
and in its attempt to do away with 
Egyptian idolatry and_ superstj. 
tion forbade the priests to defile 
themselves to the dead. The re. 
ligion of Torah which glorified 
life was to be the antithesis of 
the Egyptian religion which mani. 
fested such a morbid concern 
about death. 

How strange it is that after 
thirty-five hundred years, practi- 
cal Judaism should have become 
a religion which centers about 
death more than anything else, 
Our synagogues are still open 
throughout the year only because 
of the Kaddish, although the Kad. 
dish itself is a glorification of 
the Lord of life. On holidays, it is 
the Yizkor service which is the 
best attended. Our rabbis are ex. 
pected not to teach Torah to the 
living but rather to be experts at 
eulogizing the dead, and become 
masters of the latest rite of Amer 
ican Judaism—the dedication of 
the monument. 

There was a time in Israel when 
eulogizing and wailing for the 
dead was the business of profes 
sional women (Jer. 9.16). In 
America the rabbis have taken 
over that job. It is really difficult 
to understand the connection. The 
comforts of religion should be 
brought to the bereaved. But 
where did the practice originate 
that rabbis must eulogize every 
deceased?

Jews 
vy Maxie Rosner

F we were to tell you that there is more money in semi-pro base- 

ball than there is in major league ball you would probably think 
we were nuts. Well the fact of the matter is there is more dough 
in the semi-pro game and little Maxie Rosner the Bushwick Goan 
proves it. Maxie recently started his 29th season as owner of the 
far famed Bushwicks. For a period of years now Rosner’s boys 
have outdrawn both financially and in attendance ten major league 
clubs. Yes, year in and year out only six of the major league teams 
outdraw this Brooklyn team. 


The peculiar part of the set up is that when the Dodgers 
draw well the Bushwicks attendance spurts. The overflow at 
Ebbets Field wends its way to Dexter Park in Woodhaven. Dex- 
ter Park is so named because a Civil War racehorse by that 
name is buried in deep center field. Only five years ago Max 
the semi-pro king turned down five hundred thousand dollars 
for his franchise and property. He wanted a cool million for 
his baseball assets. Despite the fact that baseball goes over with 
a bang in Dexter Park football and boxing have never flourished 
there. Promoters have tossed away a lot of money trying to 
make a go of both sports on the Bushwicks premises but without 
success. Max Rosner however collected his rental fee at all times. 
Verging on seventy little Mottle is known to be a shrewd man 
with a toler. 


Pursuant to the fact that the Bushwicks outdraw most major 
league nines it should be remembered that the Rosnerites seldom 
play more than three games a week. As a rule there are night games 
on Wednesdays and Fridays with doubleheaders on Sundays. 


During the first few war years the Bushwicks dispensed with 
night baseball entirely and made a go of it on one playing date 
per week. However since the stringent blackout rules were 
eliminated the Bushwicks have returned to a three a week basis. 


Today few people would bet on the Brooklyn Dodgers in a series 
against the Bushwicks. Early this spring Bill Jurges turned back 
a New York Giant contract saying, “I can make more money playing 
with the Bushwicks than I can with the Giants.” This should give 
you an idea of the class of ball player attracted to the Bushwicks. 
Right now it isn’t an overstatement to say that the majority of the 
men on the club could make the average big league squad. For var- 
ious reasons they prefer to stay with Rosner. Al Cuccinello once up 
with the Braves sums it up by saying, “I prefer playing with the 
Bushwicks than beating my brains out in a Class AA league making 
jumps in a bus around a hot section of the country.” 

Cucci has been a second baseman with the Bushwicks these 
past few summers. Class AA ball generally will pay a man 
$400 a month so you can see Rosner doesn’t exactly pay off in 
the dark. 

A few moments ago we said that most of the players were of 
big league calibre. Well take the pitching staff alone. Bots Nekola 
was up with the Yankees, Signer and Sahlin were both up with 
the Chicago Cubs the past two seasons, and Wally Holborrow has 
been sought vainly the past two summers by the Dodgers and Sena- 
tors. These boys make more holding down a regular job all year 
round plus the money Rosner pays them than they can demand 
in the majors or high minors. Today with the draft-situation so per- 
plexing the Rosner men hold down defense jobs and play ball, too. 

Many years ago Charley Ebbets, owner of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, borrowed money from Rosner. In return Maxie de- 
manded a game with the Brooks. You can guess correctly that 
the Bushwicks trimmed the National League nine. Ebbéts found 
himself in the uncompromising position of begging Max for 
a return contest, 

Max’s biggest gates were drawn the days Babe Ruth and Lou 
Gehrig played in Dexter Park and when the New York Giants played 
his team a night game. Both games drew over 20,000 people. Ruth 
in surveying the crowd before game time saw a slow moving throng 
flock through the gate. Dexter Park fans always come late. Fearing 
he would not get much on percentage the Babe growled at Rosner, 
“IT want to be paid now.” Max tried to reason with the Bambino. 
“Wait a while Babe,” he suggested. “My crowd always comes late.” 
“Now,” boomed the Babe. Max paid him $1,900 on the spot. Had 
Ruth waited, his cut on percentage would have amounted to $2,300. 

Occasionally Rosner lets his team go on the road. Once a 
year he goes to Washington or Pittsburgh to play the famous 
Homestead Grays, perennial Negro champs. He does this because 
the Grays play his team six or seven times a year at Dexter 
and in return Max helps build aed a big gate on the Grays’ 
nome fields. 

Rosner has uncovered much talent that has gone to the big 
leagues. However the latest sensation Pete Gray, one armed wonder, 
with the St. Louis Browns accredited to the Bushwicks never 
played for Max Rosner. Gray performed for the Bay Parkways 
a former semi-pro star studded team owned by Max’s younger 
brother Joe.
